Money Will Be Loaned by 


Mr. Candler at Rate of Six 


Cents a Pound at Interest

Following the offer of Asa G. Can- 
qdier, through the Central Bank 
Trust corporation, lend money on 
eetton at 6 cents pound, as an- 
nounced Sunday, bank accepted 
consignments of cotton amounting 
hetween 2,500 and 3,000 bales on Mon- 
day, and Mr. Candler’s’ contractors

mammoth cotton storawe warehouse to 


receive these consignments. 

The cotton consignments accepted by 
the Central Bank and Trust corpora- 
tion on Monday .came from all 
of the state, and represent loans of 
between $75,000 and $100,000. These 
loans are made at a rate of 6 per cent. 

Nexotiations by Wire. — 

The quick response to the offer 
Mr. Candler is indicative of the need of 
many of the 
relief work which he will be able to do 
by his plan. All the negotiations for 
the consignments and loans of Monday 
were conducted by wire, not enough 
time since the announcement of Mr. 
Candler’s plan having yet elapsed for 
mail te be received. It ts expected, 
however. that the mail of the Central 
Bank and Trust.corporation today will 
show heavy demands for loans on the 
basis offered. 

Mr. Candler on Monday received nu- 
merous telezrams, letters and telephone 
messages of congratulation. 

The contract for the construction of 
Mr. Candler’s cotton warehouse has 
heen let to H. J. Carr & Co., and Mr. 
Carr on Monday afternoon started a 
crew of men at work on the construc- 
tion of the first section of the Dbuild- 
ing. which will be located on the belt 
line of the Southern railway, opposite 
the plant of the Patillo Lumber com- 
pany. Mr. Carr expects to have 
first section of the warehouse 
pleted by Saturday night. which will be 
in time to receive the first consign- 
ments of cotton as security for the 
loans of the trust corporation. 

Will Hold 5,000 Bales. 

The first section will be 100x100 feet, 
and will have a capacity of 5,000 bales. 
Other sections will be added as more 
consignments of cotton are accepted 
By the bank. the limit to the size of the 
building being only the limit to the 
amount of cotton offered.under the 
conditions of Mr. Candler’s offer. 

The warehouse is being built of cor- 
rugated iron, and will be thoroughly 
fireproof. It will be equipped with a 
eprinkier system and will carry all 
protective features necessary to secur- 
ing the lowest possible rate of insur- 
ance. 

The site of the first section is on a 
large tract of land owned by Mr. Can- 
dler, which will offer space for a ware- 
house which will afford storage space 
for 1,000,000 bales of cotton, which ts 
the limit Mr. Candler has set upon the 
loaning capacity of his plan. 

With the possible offer of this stu- 
pendous amount of cotton in sight, the 
officers of the Central Bank and Trust 
corporation are ready to handle an 
enormous number of inquiries and ne- 
gotiations. The great number of in- 
quiries received on Monday gives an 
indication of the popularity with which 
Mr. Candler’s plan will meet. 

This is the first real relief that has 
been offered for the cotton situation, 
and it is not at all improbable that 
the action of Mr. Candler and the Cen- 
tral Bank and Trust corporation will 
Pave the way for other individuals and 
banking institutions to make offers 
which will tend greatly to relieve the 
financial strain that is being felt 
throughout the cotton growing section 
of the United States

and killed by Bert Mauldin while the 
former was emerging from Mauldin’s 
henhouse early Sunday morning.

They made a search and 
found Williams lying on the ground 
wounded. Mauldin hitched up his 
horse to carry Williams home. about 
2 miles distant, but Williams died on 
the way.

ANTWERP WAS EASY 


FOR THE GERMANS 


They Captured City Eight 
Days Earlier Than Expect- 
ed—Every Quarter of City 
Searched by German Shells 


Antwerp, October 19.—(Via London.) 
On his arrival in Antwerp the As- 
sociated press correspondent found 
the city guarded by bluejackets and 
marine infantrymen from the German 
stations at Kiel, Cuxhaven and Wil- 
helmshaven. They are smelling the 
Salt water again after a campaign of 
more than a month through 

Detachments of sailors among them, 
recruited from the German merchant 
marine, were armed only with cut- 
lasses and revolvers. They lay several 
weeks behind the army, taking no 
part in the fighting and evidently are 
destined for sea duty after the capture 
of a port. 

German staff officers assured 
correspondent that the German com- 
mander, General Von Beseler, had 
found easy victory in his campaign 
where hard fighting was expected and 
desperate resistance where little 
trouble had been anticipated. The 
officers said Antwerp had fallen 
eight days earlier than expected, the 
Belgians evidently being dishearten- 
ed by their nine weeks of defeat and 
also because of the easy manner in 
which the fortified positions behind 
the river Nethe were carried October 
6 and 7. 

Damage by Shells. 

As the correspondent drove through 
miles of the streets of Antwerp the 
city seemed to have suffered less than 
had been believed. Indications of dam- 
age wrought by the German shells 
were observed in all quarters, but the 
destruction usually was confined to 
individual houses at widely scattered 
points, intervening buildings being 
untouched. 

At German headquarters it was said 
this fact was due to the definite plan 
of the Germans to convince Antwerp 
with a minimum of damage that fur- 
ther resistance was useless. The heavy 
12 and 16-inch guns, it was stated. 
were not used against the city proper, 
but shells from the smaller mortars 
were dropped throughout the place, a 
few in each section until every quar- 
ter had been Systematically visited. 

How accurately the public build- 
ings were avoided seemed tohave been 
proven by a shell hole in the pave- 
ment at the side entrance to the city 
hall and in the destruction of a house 
across the street from that building. 
The Church of Our Lady, the pride of 
Antwerp, has a hole of 8 or 10 feet in 
diameter in one transept window and 
in an adjoining wall 30 feet above the 
floor. Otherwise this edifice was not 
damaged.

You Couldn’t Get a Sheet of 
Tissue Paper Between Them, 
Says the Colonel. ~~ 


October 19.—‘“You couldn't 


get a sheet of tissue paper between 
them,” said Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt here tonight, speaking of William 
Barnes and Charles F. Murphy, re- 
publican and democratic leaders, re- 
spectively, in New York state. “And 
evidently conditions here are not ma- 
terially different from what they are 
in my own state,” the colonel declared. 

Colonel Roosevelt's speech wound 
up a two days’ trip in Illingis in the 
interests of progressive. candidates. 
The colonel attacked by-partisan poli- 
tics tonight and the records of Roger 
Sullivan and Lawrence Y. Sherman, 
republican and democratic candidates 
for senator from lKIllinois. Raymond 
Robins, the progressive candidate, he 
said, had passed a life of service to 
his fellows. Turning to New York 
politics Colonel Roosevelt said: 

‘‘In Illinois, as in New York, both of 
the old parties represent privilege in 
its most offensive form—both political 
and industrial. In New York Mr. Mur- 
phy is in absolute and unchecked con- 
trol of the democratic organization and 
has nominated whoever he saw fit. Mr. 
sarnes is in similar control of the re- 
publican organization. 

“A certain section of Wall street ex- 
tremists always have demanded for 
big business complete immunity from 
control and regulation and secretly 
big business men of this type are un- 
questionably supporting the leaders 
now dominant in both the democratic 
and republican parties for the sake of 
securing such immunity.”

gress to adjourn without the enactment of 
any remedial legislation to relieve the un- 


usual and distressing conditions brought 
about by the European war and vitally af- 
fecting every channel of American commerce 
by paralyzing its chief factor, the cotton 
industry. 

The transparent’ motive for precipitate 
adjournment is the necessity for congress- 
men who are seeking re-election to get back 


home to build up their political fences, for 
when commerce cried for a cessation of po- 
Ntical tinkering with business problems the 
congressional ear was deaf to public clamor. 

In the present emergency, while the south 
is demanding no special legislation for sec- 
tional relief, it is the clear duty of every 
southern congressman to stand steadfastly 
at his post of duty and to urge by every 
available means the enactment of that re- 
lief which only congress can administer. 

The futility of separate state action under 
existing laws has been demonstrated, and 
to await a remedy through the adoption of 
constitutional amendments by the various 
states is but to postpone relief until help 
is no longer required.

The Hoiland Letter 


J. P. Morgan, as manager of the syndi- 
cate of New York banks which has under- 
written the financing of New York’s existing 
obligations, called a few days ago upon the 
banks for the proportionate part due by 
each bank of five millions in gold, which was 
to be shipped to Ottawa, and against which 
exchange could be drawn. This was the 
latest of the calls issued by Mr. Morgan 
up to this time. The mechanical and physical 
features of this movement of gold from the 
banks to Ottawa are the only incidents 
associated with this unprecedented trans- 
action which are visible. 

The call was for a certain designated day 

the latter part of last week. The banks were 
expected to have fhe gold at the office of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., as soon as possible after 
the opening of the business hour, although 
they could if they chose delay paying in the 
gold until just before 3 o'clock. 
10 o’clock there was a procession of coupes 
and taxicabs in front of the Morgan bank- 
ing house. Each of these carried a bank 
messenger and most of them a bank police- 
man whose duty it was to protect the mes- 
Senger and the gold. In addition to the 
occupants of these vehicles, there filed into 
the, Morgan offices a procession of men who 
fell into line. These were messengers from 
neighboring banks, the others having come 
from distant parts of the city. 
_ Each of those who made up the proces- 
S'on carried a handbag, although there was 
no uniformity in these bags. Some were 
uress-suit cases. Some were Gladstone bags. 
Some were black bags which seemed to have 
had much service. The procession bore re- 
semblance to the travelers who pass one 
after another through the gates of a rail- 
way station to a train. It was not to be 
distinguished from the throngs that some- 
times gather at the paying teller’s windows 
of a bank, stretching out in a line, with this 
exception—the procession which filed past 
the teller’s windows of the Morgan 
was distinguished by a curious and in some 
cases shabby assortment of handbags.

served by onlookers that 
packages of gold certificates.

It is 
the financing of this new issue of protes 
which the banks of New York city have 
undertaken, there being only two financi:] 
institutions of the city which did not be- 
come members of the syndicate. In norral 
times, it would have been possible for New 
York city with ease to have refunded the 
notes, aggregating $82,000,000, which are 
now due or are speedily to become due, by 
an issue of new notes. But the deadlocking 
of international finance and the blockading 
of the exchange market and other complica- 
tions made it essential that a syndicate 
which represented all the banks of New York 
should underwrite a new issue of notes ag- 
gregating $100,000,000 and agree to furnish 
$82,000,000 in gold with which to create a 
fund against which exchange could be drawn 
so that these existing obligations of the 
city held abroad could be paid immediately. 

The new notes are in three issues—one 
for a year, another for two years and a 
third for three years. They bear 6 per 
cent interest. 

‘Seeking Three-Year Notes.

When the kegs were finished they were 
turned over to the packers, who, with 
the proper admixture of cork dust and 
sawdust, placed the gold in the kegs, there 
being sharp-eyed watchers close by as well 
as one of the executives of Mr. Morgan’s 
institution. 

So all day there was a procession from 
the Morgan offices to the subtreasury, whose 
duty it was to exchange gold certificates for 
gold coin or bars. So rapidly was this work 
carried on that within an hour after the 
close of the banking: day the gold was de- 
posited in the Kegs, safely sealed up and de- 
livered to the express company. When de- 
livery was made to the express 
and receipts had been given by the com- 
pany’s representatives the responsibility and 
risk of the New York bankers’ were ended. 

Within twelve hours this gold was ex- 
pected to be in the possession of the repre- 
sentatives of the Bank of Ottawa. By what 
railroad line it was transported from New 
York to Ottawa was Known only to those 
whose business it was to know.

Hiow have they done this? How have 
they built up demand away from home? 

The answer is in the method they have 
employed to reach the greatest number of 
possible consumers at the least possible cost. 

This brings the problem down to a mat- 
ter of advertising—reaching the people, cre- 
ating demand. 

The producers of saleable things in the 
state of Georgia may howl] and whine over 
the lack of home consumption of their prod- 
ucts for years to come, and this course will 
get absolutely no results unless the merits 
of the article in each individual case be 
presented in an individual way. 

Experience in the study of trade devel- 
opment conditions plainly indicates that con- 
certed effort along patriotic lines of devel- 
oping home demand for home-produced 
wares is a failure. 

Each and every product that hopes for 
success in the home field must go out and 
get this success, since the home consumer 
don't care a rap whether his need can be 
filled from a Georgia factory or farm or one 
located on the shores of the Ganges. 

It takes courage to win in the home field, 
hut not as much as it does in a foreign 
field. It's just a question of how, and 
whether or not the producer has the nerve 
to tackle the situation from a sane stand- 
point. 

The people of Georgia are ready to buy 
home-made things, but they've got to be 
taught that these things exist before you 
can expect them to buy.

The UWnited States has maintained mili- 
tary law in Vera Cruz for almost a year, but 
American military law does not specialize 
in funerals. It cleans up alleys, kills mos- 
| quitoes, flushes sewers and swats flies. The 
American brand of pistol-point justice has 
been greatly admired by humanitarians and 
could be applied with benefit to many Amer- 
ican cities.

We are all advertisers, whether we 
in business or not. The impres- 
sion one man has of another is based 
on the goods displayed in that man’s 
show window—his manner, his appear- 
his speech, his ¢isposition and 
dress. And you can put that in 
the feminine gender, too. Consciously 
or unconsciously we are walking ad- 
vertisements. Some of us are good 
and some of us are bad copy. 

Nations are advertisers as well as 
individuals. America is known through 
the advertising of its charactéristics 
as inventive, alert, pushing, ingenious, 
acquisitive, shrewd, almost in some 
cases, I might say, over-shrewd, even 
and to a certain extent, 
dictatorial and pig-headed 
its methods of doing business. 
England's “copy” has exploited its 
conservatism, doggedness 
and love of power. France is known 
as artistic, volatile, a lover of the 
g£00d things of life and a creative 
Senius in all that appeals to the eye 
and the other sense centers. Germany 

‘the profound, = scientific, thorough, 
efficient nation. 

Our National Traits. 

All these impressions and character- 
istics are accepted the world over as 
eorrect diagnoses ot national traits 
and are -the results of hundreds of 
years of cumulative unconscious ad- 
You may meet individuals 
these nations who do not 
follow these specifications, but the ex- 
ceptions only goto prove the rule and 
do not change the universal point of 
view as to the accuracy of the general 
characterization of the nation. 

Today, pregnant with death and 
desolation in Kurope, is alive with op- 
portunity for America. What effect 
will the advertising America has been 
have on our chance to secure 
some of the business which belonged 
to nations no longer able at this time 
‘ deliver the goods? Have we got to 
live down an impression that the 
dominating thought of American 
business has been immensity and 
mediocrity? there any justice in 
the claim excellence of product 
been to volume of 
business? the thought 
frequentls the Orient that 
the American business man has 
thought “seconds” were good enough 
for export trade? Is there food for 
rumination in the generally accepted 
view that the American merchant was 
so “sot” in- his own ways and thought 
his own methods were so far superior 
to those of any other nation that he 
would not pack the goods as customers 
wanted them packed: that he would 
not make the goods in the style and 
Shape which had been standard for 
scores of years in foreign lands? 

The sword has opened the doors of 
many markets the world over to 
America. I am not an advocate of 
taking what belongs to the other fel- 
low when he isn’t: looking, but if he 
will go to war he must expect to take 
the consequences, and we in America 
would be foolish if we did not seize 
the opportunity. 

During the Napoleonic wars we had 
much the same situation as we have 
now—all Europe fighting and America 
peace. In fifteen years of those 
wars owr foreign trade increased more 
than 450 per cent, and the tonnage 
shipped in American bottoms increased 
over 500 per cent.

How England Does It. 

in England read any paper 
will see that “Not Made in 
Germany” .is the battle cry of every 
advertiser. The columns of the Eng- 
lish papers are filled with advertise- 
ments of all sorts of concerns stating 
in black-faced type, some of them in 
stud-horse type, that the officers and 
directors of these institutions are true 
Britons who never, never shali be 
slaves! that their goods are made in 
England of English material; are sold 
by English men and women, and that 
anyone buying goods even’ remotely 
Germanic are traitors to the king and 
are lending aid and comfort to the 
enemy. 

One big c#ncern in the same line of 
business as} Sir Thomas Lipton went 
into court ‘and secured an injunction 
prohibiting Sir Thomas, or any of his 
employees and agents, from writing, 
saying or in any way circulating, state- 
ments that it was German or had any 
German affiliation of any kind. In the 
report of the legal proceeding it stated 
that the judge granted the writ in- 
stantly. 

[I received a letter the other 
from a friend who is one of the big 
newspaper publishers in England. One 
significant paragraph therein was this: 

“Weare conducting a very vigorous 
and profitable campaign against Ger- 
man trade. All sorts of businesses 
have come our way. I hope the Amer- 
icans will butt in. They have not been 
very vigorous so far. There are lots to 
be had, but it is necessary to carefully 
study the markets and to realize that 
export is quite different from internal 
trade.”’ 

England, called by Napoleon a nation 
of shopkeepers, is capitalizing the war 
and creating a great nationalistic busi- 
ness lovaltv wherever the English flag 
flies. That is the thought—“‘National- 
istic susiness Loyalty’’—that I want 
to drive home tonight.

‘crop’ in its broadest possible sense), 
with every element that nature has hid- 
den in the earth contained within its 
boundaries, with the most acute minds 
of any nation on earth, with all the 
advantages that come from freedom 
of life, America certainly is an ideal 
storehouse containing everything ne&- 
essary to the existence of the human 
family. What we have to do is to 
delve, and develop, and swpply.

Latest state department reports de- 
scribe in detail the visit last Saturday 
of General Villa to the convention at 
Aguas Calientes. When he arrived, 
Suspicions were awakened as to his 
purposes, but when he addressed the 
convention all doubt was removed. He 
said he came to pledge by oath his sup- 
port to the acts of the convention, so 
that no one could ever say he was 
unpatriotic. He was received with 
storms of applause. Later he embraced 
General Obregon, over whom Villa’s 
break with Carranza occurred. He then 
wote his name on the Mexican flag 
and kissed the banner, pledging again 
to abide by the decisions of the con- 
vention.
